- AT THE PRESENT TIME THE PROSPECTS for establishing perma- 
‘nent world peace could not be Said to be encouraging, but neither is there 
reason to believe that a third World War is inevitable. In no country is 
there greater hope for lasting peace than in Canada, for although-wWe swere 
not subjected to ditect attack, this country has participated actively in two 
great wars in the lust thirty years and has learned the great cost of modern 
warfare in men and resources. . It is now realized, however, that with the 
present rapid developments in aeronautics, we would be liable to attack in 
another war, regardless of. where hostilities should break out. With this 
in mind, Canada’s armed forces are being trained in advanced methods of 
defense, although it is earnestly hoped that it will never ,be necessary to 


ogi them into service for this purpose.

: In this, as in many other things, an attempt is 
Learn Lessons being made to profit by the lessons of the past. 

Had Western Europe been well prepared for attack 
From The Past in’ 1940, the Germans might not have set out on 
their great program. of aggression, or had they started, they might have 
been successfully turned back. Preparedness against attack by peace-loving 
nations may indeed be a powerful instrument in discouraging aggressive 
warfare, and in training an efficient defense force for Canada is in no way 
giving up hope for a lasting peace. In training her armed forces Canada 
is also profiting from experience gained in the last war, and is emphasizing 
the value of combined action of the army, navy and air force in modern 
warfare, . The effectiveness of such co-ordination was proved by the Ger- 
mans in their “blitzkrieg” attacks in the early part of the last war, and 
in the gigantic combined operations’ used by the: AHies in the invasion of 


the continent.

Fron# crosses 
of wheat with a hardy native grass 
made in 1938 Profesor L. H. Shebeski 
has a few prize perennial plants with 
normal wheat heads but a stalk that 
stays green even after the head has 
ripened. 

But the plants are too tender for 
rigorous western climates and before 
the strain is ready for the farm, re- 


‘| sistance to cold, drought, insects and 


disease must be bred into successive 
generations. 


With only the best specimens of 
each generation suitable for further 
breeding,. Professor Shebeski said “It 
is very improbable. that a perennial 
wheat of: economic importance for 
western Canadian agriculture will be 
produced in the next decade or two.” 

The work started in Canada in 1938 
was interrupted by war ‘in 1941 and 
resumed in 1945. Similar experiments 
began in “Russia.in 1928.

New Invention Is 
Auxiliary To Radar | 


Remarkable Apparatus Being } 
Perfected. In England { 


( MALVERN, Worcs., England.— An 
doparatus with which one man can 
“see” in the dark even at great dis-, 
tances has been made and is being} 
perfected at the supply ministry’s 
telecommunications research station 
here, where much of the work on 
radar was done during the war. 
The apparatus has already been 
usedto. detect. the m r of engines 
in am airplane flying at long range, 
and to measure the temperature of; 
‘hot 'spots”’ on the wheels of fast- 
moving engines when the brakes are! 
applied. These experiments. indicate’ 
two main fields where the new in- 
vention may be applied—as an auxil- 
‘iary to radar,-and in industry. 

Worked by the. heat given out by 
any object, even those apparently, 
quite cold, the “heat set” is at the’ 
moment limited to detecting. high 
temperatures; but may soon be modi- ’ 
fied so that it can reveal the prover-! 
bial black cat in a coal ‘cellar at 
night. : . 
_ Principle of: the set is based on the 
fact that light, heat and radio waves 
are all of exactly the same nature, 
differing ‘only in wavelength. Most 
domestic radio receivers will pick up 
waves between about 2;000 metres 
and: about 10 metres. Special short- 
’ ‘wave sets will pick up waves under 
10 metres. Radar® sets work on 
waves. 1-50 of a. metre long.

Report Of Seeing 
The First Robin 


(By The Canadian Press) 

Almost any, time after Christmas, 
and while long weeks of winter are 
still ahead, stories about the first 
robin begin to appear in Canadian 
newspapers. And because the robins 
are invariably reported to be flying 
north well ahead of schedule, an 
early spring is predicted with confi- 
dence. ; 3 

A grain or two of salt is indicated 
when such stories appear unseason- 
ably. There is no doubt that robins 
are actually seen in winter—particu- 
larly some winters—for they . have 
never left the northland. When ber- 
ries are plentiful in the winter woods, 
hundreds of robins. decide to. forego 
their customary trip to warmer lati- | 
tudes, and stay north. | 

This is especially true in the woods 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 


,It is. possible, too, that many of the 


robins wintering in the Maritimes 
may-be hardy birds that nested in 
Labrador, and “finding ample food, 
migrated no farther, for the waods 
of those provinces are usually rich in 
berries.
